$4.2-MILLION RENOVATION _ 


Blacks fairly treated, says library director 


By C.A. BRYCE JR. 

Although no Black architec- 
tual firm succeeded in landing 
& portion of the $4.2-million 
Main Library renovation 
design work, the director of the 
Public Library of Columbus 
and Franklin County asserts 
that Blacks were treated fairly 
in the awarding of contracts. 

“| think that's grossly unfair,” 
said Library Director Larry 
Black when asked about criti- 
cism enanating from the Black 
community regarding the 
library's board's selection of a 
white-owned firm, Design 
Group Inc., over the Black 
architectural firm of Moody/- 
Nolan Ltd. 

In an interview recently, the 
library director also denied 
that he has impéded progress 
toward implementation of a 
proposal to include a branch 
library in the King Center 
complex. 

Black, who was high in his 
praise for Moodly/Nolan, said 
the Black firm was among the 
finalists vying for the Main 
Library renovation contract. 
“They (Moody/Nolan) were 


among the best of the best,” 
Black said, “but in the end, the 
committee had to choose just 
one.” 

“The members of the selec- 
tion committee were very 
impressed with Moody/No- 
lan's presentation, and | am 
sure that in future they will be 
working with us again,” Black 


said, noting that the firm was> 


responsible for the design 
work on the renovated Linden 
Branch Library at 2432 Cleve- 
land Ave. 

The library director also 
pointed out that a Black- 
owned construction firm, The 
Sherman R. Smoot Co., and 
Turner Construction Co. were 
jointly awarded a contract to 
serve as construction manag- 
ers of the project. 

“We tried, and succeeded | 
think, to assure that minorities 
and women were fairly repres- 
ented in employment and 
ownership of the firms we 
chose to design and supervise 
construction of this project,” 
Black said. . 

The Main Library renovation 
is to be completed by 1989 and 
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expected to cost $34.5-million. 
The architectural firm, Design 
Group, Inc., Wil be paid’ $T-9 
million. The Smoot and Turner 
firms will share $2.2-million. 

Regarding accusations that 
he has impeded progress— 
toward achievement of a firm 
commitment by the library 
board to establish a branch in 
the Martin Luther King Jr. Cen- 
ter for Cultural Performing 
Arts, Black said his position 
has been misunderstood. 

The library board voted last 
year tentatively to approve the 
relocation of the Martin Luther 
King Branch Library from its 
present location at 1600 E. 
Long St. to The King Center 
complext at 867 Mt. Vernon 
Ave. : 

The board's resolution dis- 
pleased both supporters and 
opponents of the move. 
Although they approved the 
proposal in principle, the trus- 
tees did not make a firm com- 
mitment to relocate the branch 
or to set a timetable for the 
move. 

Some critics charge that 
Black is responsible for the

“When asked where he stood 
on the question of moving the 
King Branch Library, Black 
said he is not opposed to the 
plan,“But! don'tthink it should 
be at the top of our list of 


* priorities.” 


Black said the library syetem 
is going through a “dynamic 
period of growth,” with a 
number of modernization, ren- 
ovation and expansion pro- 
jects planned or under 
consideration. 


“We have some older build- 
ings which are inadequate and 
in serious neéd of replacement 
or renovation,” said Black. 
“Those, to me, are our primary 
concerns. Moving an estab- 
lished branch that is located in 
an adequate facility\is some- 
thing that can wait its turn, | 
think.” 

Whether Black voters, who 
overwhelmingly supported the 
library's tax levy last November, 
will share Larry Black's sense 
of priorities remains to be seen.

We were pleased to see Gov. 
Richard F. Celeste appoint 
Dayton-area physician Dr. 
Ronald L. Fletcher as the state's 
new Director of the Ohio 
Department of Health. 

We are pleased with the 
appointment for several reasons. 
For one, Gov. Celeste had prom- 
ised that, in his second term, he 
would continue his éfforts to 
@ppoint Blacks to key positions 
within his administration. Dr. 
Fletcher's appointment is cer- 
jainly the beginning of the fulfill- 
ment of that promise. 
£ Inaddition, the appointment of 
Dr. Fletcher signals an adminis- 
tration’s sensitivity to one of the 
major issues affecting Black 
people -- the state of health, and 
health care, within the Black 
tommunity. t 
; Blacks are disproportionately 
victimized by serious health care 
problems. Rates of infant mortal- 
ity and morbidity, alcoholism, 
cancer, heart disease, and other 
maladies are higher for Blacks 
than for whites. 

The highest cause of death 
among Black males between the 
ages of 15-24 is murder. Blacks, 
on average, have a life expec- 
tancy several years less than 
whites. 

These facts are frightening. 


They demonstrate that, literally 
from cradle to rocking chair, 
Blacks ate suffering. This suffer- 
ing is both a cause and symptom 
of our fightagainst poverty and 
despair. 

Fletcher is 
chairman of the Governor's Task 
Force on Black and Minority 
Health, he was instrumental in 
discovering the breadth and 
depth of the problem facing 
Blacks in health care, and prop- 
osing remedies for it. 

That he will now be able to 
begin to carry out some of those 
remedies is a sign that Gov. 
Celeste is committed to helping 
change the system of health care 
within Ohio to provide solutions 
to the problems facing Blacks. 

Fletcher has a daunting chal- 
lenge ahead of him, Health care 
responsibility in Ohio is diffuse, 
and filtered through 88 county 
health departments and a large 
number of city departments. Yet, 
Fletcher has a background 
which indicates that he is equal 
to the task. 

We applaud the governor for 
his choice. Now, we hope that 
the governor and the legislature 
will commit resources to Dr. 
Fletcher to help him begin to 
improve the health of all 
Ohioans, including Blacks. 


i Police should act 


If there is any event thus far in 
1987 that should give Columbus’ 
Black citizens cause to be con- 
cerned about the actions of the 
city's police department, it is the 
investigation (?) of the brutal 
beating of a Black westsider, 
Frank Williams. 

Williams, as you would know 
only by reading the Call and Post 
was beaten with a hammer anda 
crowbar while walking to church 
on Sunday, March 15. Eyewit- 
nesses in the neighborhood say 
three white men performed the 
brutal beating. 

When a white young man was 
brutally shot and killed in a 
robbery attempt at a Sth-Avenue 
restaurant on a Sunday morning, 
the city’s white news media 
covered the event extensively, 
and the police worked tirelessly 
to find his killer. Yet, when a 
Black man-is so brutally 
attacked, also on his way to 
churth-by three whites, it now 
seems that the police are some- 
how disinterested, as are the 
white media. 

According to the Williams fam- 
ily, police previously had not 
even contacted them. As this is 


written, no one had been 
charged. One police source even 
said that the police did not con- 
sider it an important event. 

It is clear that the brutal attack 
of a white by three Blacks would 
not elicit the same lack of vigor in 
the police and the media. 

Indeed, when The Dispatch 
did a story on gangs in Colum- 
bus, it focused on the victims and 
perpetrators of gang violence as 
if all of-the perpetrators were 


.anti-Blackness being formed in 


this country, and in this city. 

Instead of the police offering a 
““see-no-evil, hear-no-evil, 
speak-no-evil” approach to crim- 
inal justice, they should be 
aggressively using all their pos- 
sible resources to find and bring 
to justice the perpetrators of 
such a brutal act. 

And they will if they, and the 
city's white media -- come to

Mitchell himself touted the 
candidacy of Miller, who-has 
made it known that he intends 
to run for some statewide 
office in 1990. If he wins, he 
would be the first Black to ever 
serve as a Democratic candi- 
date for non-judicial statewide 
office, and the first Black to win 
a statewide non-judicial office. 

“It's time we got the highest 
offices in this state,” Parren

“South Africa is waging war 
against children,” says Damo 
Smith, executive directar of the 
Washington Office on Africa. 

Smith's recent Columbus 
speaking engagement was 
sponsored by the Greater 
Columbus Rainbow Coalition. 

The anti-apartheid activist 
indicated that “sadistic forms 
of brutality are being con- 
ducted against children in 
South Africa. He explained 
how children undergo “electric 
shock torture, brutal interroga- 
tion, and experience psycho- 
logical problems” as the result 
of being placed in solitary con- 
finement for long periods of 
time. 

Children are also the primary 
victim in South Africa's desta- 
bilization war against its 
neighbors Namibia and 
Mozambique. South African

backed terrorist plant mines in 
these countries. that are 
designed to maim rather than 
kill. Children are frequently the 
victim, Smith said.

Mitchell said, adding that 
Miller's background--includ- 
ing his stint with the Carter 
White House as Assistant 
Director of Minority Affairs— 
qualifies him for statewide 
office. 

“There are some. white folk 
who Understand what, ‘best 
qualified’ means, and when 
(Miller) runs, we'll see," Mit- 

ell 

tate Rep. C.J. McLin, the 
chairman pf the Black Elected 
Democ' of Ohio, was also 
hono by the 29th District 
Caucus, and he repaid the 
favor by publicly announcing 
his, and his organization's, 
support for Miller's statewide 
candidacy. 

“We're blessed in Ohio to 
have a young man like Ray 
Miller,” McLin said, urging 
those in attendance to support 
Miller with their time and their 
money. 


William G. Sykes, director of 
the Department of Administra- 
tive Services, who was also one 
of the honorees, also pledged 
his support to efforts to make 
Miller the first Black to win a 
statewide non-judicial office. 

In prepared remarks, Mit- 

hell-spoke of the critical 
issues facirig Black people in 
America, including a Reagan 
administration which has 
“rekindled racism by overt and 
covert means.” 

In discussing the “tran- 
contra affair,” in which the 
president's men traded arms 
for hostages and illegally pro- 
vided funding to the Nicara- 
guan rebels, Mitchell argued, 
“no one should have been 
shocked. This is exactly what 
the Reagan administration has 
been doing since it's been in 
office.” 

Mitchell asserted that the 
administration has shown “a 
consistent pattern of guile and 
lying and duplicity, and most of 
it has been directed against 


programs. that benefit Blacks - 


and minorities and the poor.” 
Reagan, Mitchell said, had 
refused to spend millions of 
dollars appropriated by the 
Congress to provide low- 
income housing, and was 
“sabotaging the will of Con- 
gress” through its continued 
attacks on the Small Business 
Administration, which pro- 
vides loans and bonding gua- 
ysantees to small businesses,

In many instances, Mitchell 
said, Congressional staff aids 
would call SBA offices for 
information about programs 
which the Congress had auth- 
orized, but which SBA officials 
claimed to know nothing 
about. 

“The hidden agenda is they 
mistakenly think only Blacks 
and other minorities benefit 
from these programs,” and 
thus are attempting to elimi- 
nate them, Mitchell asserted. 

Mitchell also attacked the 
efforts by many, including 
those in the news media, to 
destroy and disunify Black 
people by efforts to "smear and 
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discredit Black leaders." 


Mitchell noted that one of his 
former Congressional col- 
leagues had been subjected to 
three years of media-induced 
innuendo about his activities, 
until he finally asked to either 
be indicted for some crime or 
left alone. 


Mitchell also cited his own 
case, in which he.was accused 
by The New York Times of 
being the target in an investiga- 
tion of bribery by a Ininority- 
owned defense contractor-- 
despite the fact that Mitchell 
himself had been publicly call- 
ing for the investigation of the 
contractor. In the case, the

Followers of the 
band at the March 5th performance at Ruby Tuesday's danced, 
swayed, and sang along with the relaxing sound of steel 
drums, guitar, congas, keyboards, and strong vocals, 

IRIE's local itinerary has kept them busy performing in clubs 
such as DJ Prophets, Victory's, the Newport Music Hall, Ruby 
Tuesday’s and Frankie J's.

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Hayes remembered by Black community

Nearly 11,000 people 
attended two memorial servi- 
ces. last week to mourn the 
death of former Ohio State 
Football coach Wayne Wood- 
row (Woody) Hayes. 

Hayes died March 12 at age 
74 which triggered a flurry of 
fond memories by many noted 
individuals. 

Former president Richard M. 
Nixon praised Hayes as a 
Renaissance man. Michigan 
Head Coach Bo Schem- 
bechler, who played and 
coached for Hayes, hailed him 


as the greatest coach in foot- k 


ball history. 

Many other dignitaries such 
as two-time Heisman Trophy 
winner Archie Griffin paid their 
respects as well. All who would 
agree that his success on the 
football field was a natural 
transition off the field as well. 

Hayes was the head coach at 
OSU for 27 years from 1951 to 
1978. He compiled a 205-61-10 
record to be recognized as the 
fourth winningest coach in col- 
lege history. 

His football coaching career 
ended abruptly when he was 
fired for striking a Clemson 
University football player at the 
1978 Gator Bowl. 


Hayes was most noted for, but 
he was also respected in the 
Black community for a differ- 
ent reason, and that was his - 
willingness and sincere desire 
to help Black people. 

In retrospect of Hayes' death 
James L. Allen, retired vice 
president and now special 
consultant to the United Negro 
College Fund (UNCF), said “it 
was just a tremendous loss to 
the community and to UNCF.” 
“We're going to miss him very 
much." 

Allen said that although 
Hayes was not in the forefront 
of the UNCF effort he was 
always willing to help raise 

. funds. “He kept the door open 
to hisoffice and | could call him 
at any time,” Allen said. 


During the summer months 
Hayes also sought employ- 
ment for his players and got 
that help from the Laborers 
International Union Local 423. 
George Churchill, secretary/- 
treasurer of the union, said he 
didn’t know Hayes personally, 
but credited him for taking the 
initiative to intercede on the 
behalf of his players to make 
certain that jobs were available.

DeCree has been an Ohio High 
School Athletic Association 
(OHSAA) basketball official. 
To date, he is yet to be selected 
to officiate in any of the 
OHSAA basketball tourna- 
ments. This situation is deplor- 
able and outrageous to think 
that after 20 years our Black 
officials are not utilized or ele- 
vated as rapidly as white 
officials. 

DeCree was an All-Ohio def- 
ensive end at Warren, Ohio 
Western Reserve High School. 
In 1971 he was recruited by 
Coach Woody Hayes along 
with such outstanding fresh- 
men as, Darwin Ashley, Pete 
Cucick, Doug France, Steve 
Luke, Larry Wiggins, Dwight 
Wilkins, Bruce Elia, Harold 
Henson and Steve Myers.

time when Hayes spoke at a 
ceremony at Capital University 
on the behalf of a football

Lynch has a portrait of Hayes 
hanging in his shop along with 
25 years worth of other pic- 
tures of many Black athletes 
who often cam to his shop for 
haircuts.

There was a time when 
Lynch took Hayes’ picture 
down amid customer com- 
plaints after Hayes’ controver- 
sial decision to replace Black 
quarterback Rod Gerald with 
Art Schlichter. “| was very dis- 
appointed in him at the time,” 
Lynch said, “but there are 
always two sides to every 
story.” He added the picture 
went back up within a couple of 
days. 


Charles McMurray, a member 
of the OSU athletic council and 
a recruiter for Hayes, first met 
Hayes in the early 50's, He said 
the first encounter he had with 
him is when Hayes asked him 
to find housing for the parents 
of OSU football player Bobby 
Watkins. His parents, who lived 
in Massachuettes, stayed with 
McMurray. 


McMurray said, “Hayes was 
combined in that he saw talent 
and not color.” He said most 
importantly with his hiring the 
participation of black athletes 
increased tenefold: Prior to 
Hayes there was only one 
black All-American at OSU he 
said. 

McMurray said Hayes was 


also active'in the Black com- 
munity and-was always availa- 
ble for speaking engagements. 

“| would say the one wea- 
kness he had was that the he 
couldn't say no,” McMurray 
said. “He was very honest, sin- 
cere and extremely hard 
working.” 


“As a member of the athletic 
council and a recruiter these 
are the things | know and not 
what people have told me,” he 
said. 


McMurray, however, touched 
upon the one quality many saw 
in Woody Hayes when he said, 
“he had a common touch.” “He 
associated with presidents and 
many other great people but he 
still had that common touch.”
